1. The request was aadressed bj the British Joint Chiefs of rtaff 
to the U. V. Joint Chiefs of _>taff ana csjce through the JCSC to the Joint 
Security aiid Cryptographic Panel. Discussions were held by that panel on 
three successive days in an attcapt to arrive at an agreed-upon reply. 

The Arcy »e*bers took the stand that the first part of the propoeai was 
eoapletely unacceptable but that the second part, the giving to the British 
of the cryptographic pri;;clples of the SIGABA, should be uceepted. The 
Mavy and *Ir Force meabera concurred, however, the Kavy itarberB stated 
flatly that Adr-lral dtone would never approve of aocaptanoe of the second 
Brit ish request since he had axjresaed strong disap; roval on several 
previous cocasions. The Arw=y Security Agency ssoffibers also mentioned that 
it was t- eir belief that Oerierai Clarke would not approve the request 
either. 

2. At this point, on the third day of uiscusBion, the Chairman, 

Dr. Sinkov called into the discussions. Colonel Conrad, -tny CoorCimtor 
of the JOBC to get his advice on what action should be taken. Colonel 
Conrad concurred in the opinion expressed by the members of the JSC that 
the probloiii «ould have to be eventually decided in d'dA and that the 
proper thing to do was to rocoBjmend to the JCEC that the problem) he 
referred to AF3A. 

3. A draft paper was prepared which indicated the panel’s approval 
of the second por/tion of the British requeat but vhich recomps ended that 
JCEC forward the request without action to AF3A for f-cir decision. 

4. That afternoon several of the JX j anal members including the 
two Amy Security Agency tembers attended a conference in hc^ivai Stone's 
office on another subject. (Security for the Worth ‘llantic Fact nations). 
At the close of that conference one of ths %vy aeiribara of t'ne panel chowed 
Admiral tone the rough oraft of the paper referred to in paragraph 3 above. 
Admiral rtone agreed that the subject was an FSA matter but he would not 
go along with the idea of the paper to JGDu containing the gtatesent of 

the panel’s approval of tho British request. Therefore, the papsr from 
the panel as delivered to JCEC merely mentioned that the JiC had been 
able to reach no decision smd reccasiffisndod that the entire matter be for- 
warded to 'ISA.
